Her  Portrait  of 
a  Prince  was  presented  by  the  Footlight  Club  in  connection  with  the  90th 
Anniversary  of  the  Club.  This  is  her  seventh  stint  as  director  and  she  has 
acted  in  many  plays  as  well  as  having  played  all  roles  backstage.  Her 
expertise  and  congeniality  are  indeed  appreciated. 

In  1936  a  retired  member  and  former  president  of  the  Footlight  Club, 
MacGregor  Jenkins,  wrote  a  history  of  the  Club  and  left  with  us  a  feeling 
of  the  contagious  warmth  that  active  membership  generates.  He  wrote: 
"To  these  new  members  and  to  those  of  the  old  guard  who  remain  I  send 
affectionate  greetings.  I  envy  them  their  associations  and  the  pleasure  of 
them.  I  envy  them  their  opportunity  for  creative  work  and  the  thrill  of 
accomplishment.  I  envy  them  the  comradeship  of  backstage  and  the  chance 
to  give  pleasure  to  friends  in  the  house.  And  over  and  above  it  all,  there 
is  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  you  are  doing  something  worthwhile". 

In  this  year  of  our  300th  and  plus  productions,  it  seems  appropriate  to 
quote  from  Mr.  Jenkins'  letter.  The  above  sentiments  still  apply  as  evi- 
denced by  the  enthusiasm  of  the  new  as  well  as  the  older  (not  in  years) 
members.  It  is  indeed  worthwhile  to  continue  our  efforts  to  maintain  the 
Club  and  its  building.
